Production of Precious Stones in 1903, 
as Published by the United 
States Geological Survey.

PRECIOUS STONES OF PERU AND BOLIVIA 
(Continued.) 


In regard to emerald, Dr. Bandelier states that 
this is the gem about which in those parts of 
South America more has been said than about 
any other. It is certain that many emeralds have 
existed in private hands for centuries past, since 
the times of the Spanish colonization. But the 
source whence these precious stones came, which 
are seen worn in rings, bracelets and other arti- 
cles of personal adornment, has never attracted 
due attention. Dr. Bandelier holds that never in 
any part of Peru (Bolivia included) did the 
emerald play an important part in the practical 
results of warlike spoils or in tribute as it did in 
Colombia. What is said in some mineralogical 
text books relating to Peruvian emeralds is the 
result of geographical confusion, if not of igno- 
rance. Emeralds were unquestionably met with at 
the beginning of the conquest, but not at all com- 
parable in quantity with what Colombia yielded or 
with what was obtained on the Ecuadorian coast. 

Hence, the number of emeralds that appeared 
at Cuzco, for instance, within the last century, 
after the interior of Peru became more accessible, 
is not to be ascribed to emerald localities in that 
region, but to the fact that the early colonists had 
easy opportunities for obtaining the highly prized 
stones from points under immediate Spanish sway 
and situated on the same side of the South Amer- 
ican continent. It is much more than likely that 
all the emeralds at Cuzco, La Paz, and in the 
interior of Bolivia originally came from Muzo in 
Colombia, or, in very early days, from Ecuador. 
The number of emeralds at Cuzco is very great, 
or at least has been so, and there is yet a con- 
siderable quantity remaining, although in hands 
that would not permit commercial manipulation 
of them. At La Paz, some 30 years ago, the 
emeralds were extensively supplanted by modern 
imitations (by shrewd candidates for the acqui- 
sition of gems). 

Most of the emeralds still met with at Cuzco, 
and on the highlands in general, have what is there 
called a ‘“‘garden;” that is, they are impure 
the sense that minute fissures traverse the other- 


wise well-colored stone. Such a gem with a 
“‘garden”’ is even looked upon with favor by many 
of the people. The cutting is usually very im- 


perfect and the “‘cabochon” quite common. Every- 
thing tends to show that the gems were not 
originally obtained in the country, but were 
brought thither after the settlement by the Span- 
iards Considerable wealth accumulated in the 
hands of the early settlers, because gems could be 
obtained by them with much less outlay than 1s 
generally imagined. Potosi, in Bolivia, affords an 
example of the lavishness with whith precious 
metals were expended in order to obtain other 
luxuries. 

Had the emerald been known and accessible to 
the Peruvian aborigines as a gem, it would have 
been found much more frequently in the excava- 
tion of ancient settlements, dwellings, or graves. 
As it is, there are hardly any such discoveries on 
record. Neither on the Peruvian coast nor in the 
highlands have they been met with, except very 
sporadically. A monetary value the Indian could 
not attach to any jewel, but a religious one he 
might have conceived. Dr. Bandelier knows of 
only one perfectly authentic finding of an emerald 
in Bolivia. This occurred in the vicinity of the 
now abandoned mining settlement of Sotalaya, 
north of Huarina and near Lake Titacaca. Here 
an emerald in the shape of a pear, very clear, 
and over an inch in length, was taken out of an 
ancient skull. The witchcraft practices of the 
present Indians, copied by them from their ances- 
tors, make it altogether probable that this gem 
was placed within the cranium long after the 15th 
century. It is now brilliantly cut and in private 
hands in Germany. The cutting has brought out 
the marvelous beauty of the jewel, but at the ex- 
pense of its value as an antique. 

Emeralds were never found anywnere by Dr. Ban- 
delier in his numerous excavations both in Peru 
and Bolivia. But specimens of what is called

Mining Bureau, Manila sut little is known of 
the localities, no data accompanying the specimens, 
Roy C. Hopping, of the Department of Mines 
of the Philippine exhibit, describes these stones as 
follows: 
Wood Opal.—Wood opal is found on the moun. 


tains near Capas, Tarlac Province, Luzon Island 
Capas is 60 miles north of Manila on the Manila 
and Dagupan Railroad. There is a large suite of 


specimens, gray, yellow, reddish-brown, and black, 
banded and mottled. They all have the semi-opal 


glimmering luster. One specimen of white petri- 
fied wood was also procured at Capa 

Petrified Wood.—Petrified wood occurs in the 
district of Zamboanga, Mindanao Island, the land 
of the Moros. Zamboanga is a peninsula on the 
west coast of Mindanao, about 400 miles south of 
Manila, with Borneo 250 miles southwest The 


suite of specimens is white, red, and gray, one 
very striking specimen being pure white with a 
jet-black center. 

Wood Jasper.—Wood jasper and petrified wood 
is found at Mauban, Tayabas Province, Luzon 
Island. The specimens are large, white, porous 
limbs and trunks of trees, and heavy sections of 
compact, red and yellow mottled tree _ trunks. 
Mauban is 60 miles southwest from Manila on 
the opposite coast, a mile or so inland from 
Lamon Bay. 

Chalcedony, Blue Chert, White Agate, Drusy, 
and Vitreous Quartzes.—These stones are found 


associated at San Miguel, Sulacan Province, 
Luzon Island. The specimens appear to be pieces 
of large nodules and geodes The chalcedony is 


clear, translucent gray, the chert pretty mottled 
blue-gray, and the agate white, finely lined and 
banded. The quartz is drusy (lining cavities) and 
vitreous crystalline, of the crypto-crystalline va- 
rieties 

Fossil Coral.—Fossil coral, siliceous, beautifully 
marked, translucent, and white, is represented 
by one specimen, broken from a weathered cliff or 
reef at San Miguel. San Miguel is an inland 
town among the mountains of Bulacan Province, 
40 miles due north of Manila, and its important 
mineral industry is mining and smelting the high- 
grade steel ores which occur here and elsewhere 
in Bulacan. A well-known mineral spring is at 
Sibul (Tagalog, spring) not far from San Miguel. 
The water contains lime, chlorine, silica, and car- 
bonic acid gas. 

Agate Jasper, Jasper, and Chalcedony.—These 
stones occur on the island of Panay, about 200 
miles southeast of Manila. Most of the specimens 
are rounded bowlders, mottled red and yellow. 
One specimen of clear gray chalcedony, -a partial 
nodule in green diorite, comes from Aniniy, 
Antique Province, Panay. 

Mr. Hopping also quotes the following from an 
article by H. D. McCaskey, chief of the mining 
bureau, published in the Official Gazette for May, 
1904: 

“With the exception of opal, reported from Bin- 
angonan in Rizal, and some very small rubies, re- 
ported in the headwaters of streams flowing into 
the ocean near Mambulao and Paracale, no min- 
erals have yet been identified as precious stones.” 

Mr. Hopping states that Binangonan is a basalt 
locality quite near Manila, and that Paracale is 
the center of the best known gold field. The 
island of Mindanao, the most probable gem field, 
is thus far almost entirely unexplored.

Statistics of Drunkenness Among Jew- 
elry Employes in Massachusetts. 
One of the most vexatious problems con- 
fronting the modern employer of labor is 
that of drunkenness on the part of his em- 
ployes on Saturday night or Sunday, inca- 
pacitating the men for work on Monday 
This gives the week a slow start, causing a 
delay and confusion not wholly overcome in 
several days, if at all. The Massachusetts 
Bureau of Statistics of Labor has been mak- 
ing a careful enquiry into this subject in 
order to ascertain just how prevalent the 
evil is in the Bay State, and incidentally to 
see if any specially strenuous measures are 
needed to change conditions as they exist 

to-day. 

A number of months ago the 
lished a report showing that the evil was 
relatively a minor one. It was based on 
Statistics gleaned at 413 representative busi- 
iness plants in the State, inclu “seg several 
of the largest jewelry plants in Attleboro. 
The figures included the statement of how 


bureau pub 


many men over 16 years of age were at 
work on a certain Saturday last February, 
and how many of these showed up on the 


following Monday. Enquiry was made con- 
cerning the absentees to find out what per- 
centage were kept away by the use of liquor. 

Throughout the whole State it was dis- 
covered that an average of only 1.29 per 
cent, of those who were at work Saturday 
were out for this cause on Monday. Among 
the Attleboro jewelers only 12 persons in all 
tayed out for any cause, and of these ily 
two had been intoxicated. 7 was higher 
than the average for the wl ¢ State, but 
lower than some of the other important in- 
dustries 


The criticism was made that the figures 
were not fair; that they were taken in Feb- 
ruary, when the weather in Ne v England is 
not conducive to leaving work for relaxation 
of any kind. This criticism was met by taking 
the same statistics over again in August. 
The report of this August canvas has just 
been completed, and the figures were given 
to the public Monday, Jan. 16 

In August, when the weather invited the 
weary worker to take his fishing tackle and 
spiritous bait and spend Sunday in languor- 
ous ease beside some brook, slowly absorb- 
ing a sufficient quantity of the liquid to 
make him useless to his employer on Mon- 
day, it was found the Attleboro jewelers 
sternly put the temptation behind them. 
The figures showed that where 12 had been 
absent from all causes on the Monday in 
February, when the statistics were taken, 
there was only a one solitary employe absent 
on the Monday in August. And he had no 
difficulty in proving that the cup that cheers, 
and occasionally intoxicates, had nothing to 
do with his defection from duty. In fact, 
a similar state of affairs existed all over 
Massachusetts. Where 1.29 per cent. had 
been proven absent from drunkenness in 
February, the number in August shrunk to 
56 per cent. The report naively suggests 
that: “The statement has been frequently 
made that the indulgence in intoxicating 
liquors by workingmen after pay day is an 
evil which affects the industry of the com- 
monwealth in a large and increasing ratio. 
This impression seems to be derived from 
the strenuous efforts of temperance reform-

Importers Victorious. 


Government Acquiesces in Decision 
That Assorted Split Pearls Are 
Dutiable at Ten Per Cent. 

Notice was received on Thursday of last 
week by Albert Constock, counsel for Ru- 
dolph C. Hahn & Co., that the Govern- 
ment had accepted as a final adjudication, 
the decision of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals in the famous split pearl 
case. This communication, which was 
from Assistant Secretary Armstrong, of 
the Treasury Department, marks a final 
victory for a large number of importers 
who had cases of a similar character pend- 
ing. Mr. Armstrong has directed the Col- 
lector of Customs at New York to for- 
ward the usual statement for refund of the 
duties exacted in excess, in settlement of 

these cases. 

The importations in all these cases were 
made previous to a change inaugurated in 
the Spring of 1902 in the method of im 
portation. Since the change was made it 
has been the practice of the importers, in 
bringing split pearls from abroad, to mix 
the sizes and colors or qualities, so that 
there could be no possible question as to 
the pearls being selected, matched or as 
sorted for jewelry. In accordance with this 
plan, arranged after a conference between 
representatives of the importers and ol 
the Government, duties have been accepted 
at 10 per cent. ad valorem under the simili 
tude clause, it being agreed that these 
split pearls were closer to pearls in their 
natural state than to jewelry. 

Before this plan was adopted there had 
been lots of trouble over the importations 
of split pearls, which had been selected 
and assorted for convenience of trade. The 
Government contended that the selecting 
and assorting brought the split pearls, by 
similitude, within the jewelry clause, and 
subject to a 60 per cent. duty. On behalf 
of the importers it was argued that the 
selecting and assorting of the split pearls 
was merely for the convenience of buyers 
in picking out the kind of gems desired 
and that there was no matching or collo 
cation forjewelry purposes. Importers, aftet 
paying the 60 per cent. duty, under protest, 
began a large number of suits to recover 
the difference between 10 and 60 per cent 
duty, the total amount involved running 
into many thousands of dollars. After the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
decided the test case favorably to Rudolph 
C. Hahn & Co. it seemed possible that an 
appeal might be taken to the United 
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States Supreme Court, but Mr. Arm 
strong’s letter shows that there will be n 
further litigation over this question. 

It is possible that the lawyers will now 
advise the split pearl importers who desir« 
to do so, that they may resume the old 
method of having the gems assorted ac- 
cording to size before importation In 
some respects this would prove convenient 
for the importers, who now assort the 
gems after their arrival here by passing 
them through a series of sieves. 

Mr. Armstrong also notified the Collec- 
tor at New York that the decision of the 
United States Circuit Court for the South- 
ern District of New York in the case of 
Hussa & Co., against the United States 
has been accepted by the Government, and 
the excess duties are to be refunded. The 
importation in this case was also of split 
pearls, but there was a difference in the ac 
tion of the Board of United States General 
\ppraisers from their course of Hahn and 
The split pearls imported by 
Hussa & Co. were classified as a non-enu- 
merated, partly manufactured article, under 
Sec. 6 of the Tariff Act of 1897, the duty 
being assessed at 20 per cent. The court 
decided that under the similitude clause 
the imports were assessable at 10 per cent.

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Death of John Yaekle. 

Utica, N. Y., Jan. 23—After lying since 
Wednesday night in a precarious condition, 
unconscious most of the time, and at fre- 
quent intervals very delirious, John Yaekle 
died at 10 o'clock yesterday evening, as a 
result of injuries sustained, Wednesday, 
when he fell and fractured his skull. 

Mr. Yaekle was born at Locher Hof, 
Rothweil on the Necker, Jan. 13, 1840. He 
received a good education and then learned 
the trade of watch and clock maker, serving 
an apprenticeship of four years. From 
Germany he went to Switzerland, where he 
worked six years at his trade in Zurich. 
Then he went to Alsace, in a place called by 
the French Bouxvillier, and by the Ger- 
mans Buchsweiler, where he worked for 
three years. Mr. Yaekle had been in the 
military service of Germany and served 
three years, being stationed at Ulm and 
Stuttgart. 

In 1873 he came to America and after 
working for six months in Albany, Rome 
and Ilion, N, Y., located in Utica. Here for 
three years he worked for Selden Collins 
and then for a year for W. S. Taylor. In 
1878 he went into business for himself at 
98 Columbia St., and afterward removed to 
104, on the same street. Here he was én- 
gaged in the repairing and making of 
watches and clocks and the manufacture 
and sale of jewelry until the date of the un- 
fortunate accident which brought him to an 
untimely end. 

Mr, Yaekle was a successful mechanic and 
able to do anything that came in his line. 
He was methodical in his work and kept 





an accurate record of everything he did. On 
looking at a watch he could tell when he 
had repaired it before and what the nature 
of the work was. His records were so com- 
plete as to be of great advantage to the au 
thorities in identifying property. Mr. 
Yaekle had belonged to the Utica Maenner- 
chor for many years, and he was also a 
member of the Royal Arcanum and of Utica 
Lodge No. 242, of the Harugari Order, He 
was a member of the Suavian Society and 
served as its treasurer since 1896. Since 
coming to Utica he has been a member of 
Zion’s Church. He served in its council 
since 1896 and had been treasurer since 
1899. He never took any interest of any 
kind in politics. 

Mr, Yaekle was an intelligent and well- 
informed man, industrious and honest, and 
had the high regard of all who knew hin. 
He was a man of strong convictions and 
always practiced what he preached. In 
September, 1876, he married Mary Bauer, 
of Utica, who is still living. His children 
are George R., Mrs. Matthew M. Kelley, 
August H. and Ida C., all of Utica, and 
Mrs. Wm. U. Wittmer, of Pittsburg, Pa.

Amendment Proposed to Vreeland Bil! 

Seeks to Regulate Marking of Gold 

and Silver. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 21.—The Vree 
Jand bill, which, as told in the last issue of 
THe CrrcuLAr-WEEKLY, 
vorably in an amended form by the 
mittee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, 
ot the House of Representatives, and passed 
by that body, has now gone to the Senate, 
and is before that branch of the national 
legislature. This bill, as known to most 
readers of THE CIRCULAR-WEEKLY, makes it 
unlawful for any person or corporation to 
stamp on gold or silver articles the words 
“United States Assay” or any other words 
or phrases calculated to convey the impres 
sion that the United States Government 
has certified to the fineness or quality of the 
gold or silver therein contained. The bill 
also provides that any article made after 
the passage of this act, which bears such 
stamp or device, may be seized and for- 
feited, and anyone guilty of placing such a 
stamp or device on an article shall be lia- 
ble, upon conviction, to a fine of not more 
than $5,000 or imprisonment for not more 
than one year, or both. 

It developed yesterday that a number of 
the members of the jewelry trade 
about to take advantage of the fact that the 
subject was being considered by Congress 
to put before the notice of Senators and 
Representatives a bill providing for the 
regulation of the stamping of gold or silver, 
and in accordance with this movement the 
followng bill was introduced into the Senate 
as an amendment to the Vreeland bill, to be 
known as Section II. of that act:

Abram Lipp, Boston Jeweler, Convicted 
of Passing Worthless Checks on 
New York Importer. 

Abram Lipp, who formerly had a jewelry 
store at 17 Bromfield St., Boston, Mass., 
was convicted in New York, Monday, be- 
fore Recorder Goff and a jury, in the Court 
of General Sessions, on the charge of grand 
larceny preferred by Sol. Lindenborn, 170 
Broadway, Manhattan. Lipp was arrested 
in August last at a summer resort in Maine 
by officers who brought him back to New 
York. He gave bail, and had been at lib- 
erty until his trial, but he was again locked 

up on his conviction. 

Lipp was in the habit of buying jewelry 
from New York houses. According to the 
testimony, he called at the office of Mr. 
Lindenborn while the latter was in Europe 
and made a purchase of diamonds valued 
at $2,700, paying for them with checks 
drawn on the Puritan Trust Co. of Boston. 
When one of the checks was refused Lipp 
made an effort to avert trouble, and re- 
turned about $900 worth of diamonds. A 
$900 check was paid before it reached the 
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Puritan Trust Co. This left another check 
for $955, which went to the Boston bank 
and was dishonored. 

The bookkeeper in the bank testified that 
Lipp’s balance was $1.59. Ira Sloman and 
Cyrus Price, Mr. Lindenborn’s clerks, were 
present at the time of the sale to Lipp, and 
Mr. Sloman was the principal witness for 
the prosecution. 
W. L. Best, Greenville, N. C., Makes An 

Assignment Under the State Laws. 

GREENVILLE, N, C., Jan. 23.—W. L. Best, 
of this city, has made an assignment for 
the benefit of his creditors. His liabili- 
ties are estimated at $2,000, and his assets 
at $1,800, with exemptions, $500.

Mr. Best began business in 1902 in a 
small way, as a repairer, and was supposed 
to be worth about $500.

Flint glass is the heavier, denser and 
softer; flint is also usually whiter, while 
crown glass has often a greenish tinge. 
Both are necessary in optical work, be- 
cause by forming combinations of them, 
achromatic lenses, which have refractive 
power without dispersion, can be made. 

2. Describe the optical properties of 
Canada balsam. 

The index of refraction of Canada bal- 
sam is 1.549, or practically the same as 
that of crown glass. Its extreme disper-

Arrangements have accordingly been 
made to do so, with the inducement held 
out to the various makers that some of 
their instruments would be purchased if 
they passed the trial well. Such action bids 
fair to add to our naval chronometers a 
number of the very best instruments of for- 
eign make, and the results of the trial of 
all the various chronometers under iden- 
tical conditions at the Observatory cannot 
fail to be of great interest and value. 

It having become necessary to purchase 
more torpedo-boat watches for use in the 
service, a type of watch not yet manufac- 
tured in this country, it seemed desirable to 
notify the principal American watchmakers, 
as well as firms of established reputation 
abroad, in order that they might be given 
an opportunity to compete if they so de- 
sired. Specifications were accordingly pre- 
pared, approved by the bureau and sent to 
leading American and foreign firms. It is 
regretted, however, that as yet no American 
firms have accepted the invitation to com- 
pete. 

It is understood, of course, that the man- 
ufacture of a new type of watch involves a 
large initial expense, and that the present 
purchase, even in its entirety, would by no 
means justify such an undertaking; and 
yet it would seem as though some enter- 
prising firm might find in possible future 
sales for the use of the navy, yachts, car- 
riages, automobiles, railroads and other 
sources of demand for a large, clear, accu- 
rate $100 watch, such a market as would 
justify the necessary plant. The proposed 
trial will be similar in all respects to the 
regular annual trial of chronometers, and 
take place at the same time, beginning in 
January, 1905, and ending the following 
June. The prices offered by the specifica- 
tions range from $150 to $75, according to 
the results of the trial. 

Much of the time of the department has 
been occupied with the trial of ordinary 
deck clocks, comparing watches and stop 
watches, purchased from time to time as 
required and tested according to the vari- 
ous specifications issued by the bureau. The 
following tabular statement will serve to 
indicate the amount of work of this kind 
that has been done, especially when it is 
remembered that the instruments come 
each in different lots, not all of a kind to- 
gether, and that the periods of trial vary 
from one to three months, according to the 
type of timepiece:

Question No. 1079.—Silver Polish Paste. 
—Will you please inform me if there 1s 
anything better than Paris white which J 
can use as a silver polish paste? fParis 
white makes the hands rough after using. 1 
have had other material that does not seem 
to affect the hands in this way.

ANSWER :—Silver should be polished with 
carbonate of lime in the form of an impal- 
pable powder. You should not use the 
hands, but some soft ora soft 
brush dipped in alcohol. 

Question No. 1080.—Brazed Copper.—A 
customer brought to me the enclosed piece 
of copper, which he had fastened together. 
He was experimenting and tried to weld tt 
together. The piece formerly consisted of 
two pieces of copper wire. The expert- 
menter did not use any solder, but a certain 
powder. Kindly inform me whether you 
think it is welded or not. It two 
inches long, but I broke it in an attempt

ANSWER:—Copper may be brazed with 
red brass for solder, which is cut very fine. 
For a flux use borax rubbed on a piece of 
slate. The surface of the copper to be 
brazed should be ribbed to hold the borax 
powder. 

Question No. 1081—To Etch Sil- 
ver and Copper.—/ want to get a good 
recipe to make a ground or etching paint 
for etching silver or copper.

ANSWER :—Perhaps the best ground for 
etching on silver and copper is made of as- 
phaltum, white wax and mastic in equal

Strong vinegar, 200 drs.; carbonate of am- 
monia, 30 drs.; common salt, 10 drs. ; cream 
of tartar, 10 drs.; acetate of copper, 10 drs. 
These ingredients are placed in a strong, 
tightly corked bottle which should be kept 
in a warm place and shaken at intervals 
until the ingredients are dissolved. The 
articles to be bronzed, either brass or cop 
per, must be scrupulously clean, exposing 


a porous metallic surface. Paint them 
quickly with a camel hair brush, and do 
not pass over any space the second time. 


When the color begins to dry, take a soft 
brush with long and silky hair and pass it 
over the object to equalize and smooth the 
covering. As soon as this brush begins 
to get damp, change it for a dry one. You 
may repeat these operations two or three 
times, but be careful to let the preceding 
covering be thoroughly dry. The recessed 
and rough places are then considered fin- 
ished with a light green color, but the 
smooth parts need to be varnished to pro- 
tect them when being touched. This var- 
nish is impregnated with some lamp black, 
sparingly, which will change the light green 
into a handsome olive green. For this oper- 
ation the articles should be warmed in a 
suitable oven. The varnish used is general- 
ly of French make and may be known by 
the strong smell of lavender spirits, when 
this varnish is thoroughly dry, after, say 
about a day or two.

Honduras 
squared timbers are as long as 40 feet by 
two feet in diameter, and the three foot 
and four foot timbers come from Mexico 
The softer mahogany comes from the 
swampy lands. There are no mahogany for- 
ests; the trees are not grouped that way, 
the individual trees being more or less 
widely separated. Like other trees, the 
core is the poorest part, often being worth- 
less. ; 

“A schooner load represents an expendi- 
ture of about $13,000. That is not all for 
the timber, labor and freight, a considerable 
part of it representing “grease” to the Span- 
ish customs officers, whose favor not 
obtained by a smile. There are no sawmills 
in the mahogany growing countries. The 
trees when cut down are squared by hand 
An Indianapolis company is going to have 
them hewn down in octagon shape here- 
after instead of squares, believing it will 
get 25 per cent. more timber out of them 
this way. Oxen are used for the haul to 
the water, and the timbers are rafted and 
floated to larger streams, where larger rafts 
are made and sent to a loading port. Hav- 
ing arrived there, the lumberman’s trouble 
and expenses are not half over 

“The coming and going of ships to these 
small ports are not regulated like the run- 
ning of railroad trains. It may be an- 
nounced that a ship will be there on the 
4th, and there is great scurrying to get 
the timber ready. When the ships do get 
there they will not wait for the arrival 
of their timber cargo, but will sail away 
without it if it is not ready. So the rafts 
are anchored. There is a worm, or marine 
borer, that likes mahogany, and he goes 
promptly to work. If the ship does not ar- 
rive on time and not sighted within a 
day or two, the timber must be all hauled 
up on the beach or every timber turned over
